STUDENT  ADVISORY  COUNCIL  HISTORY 


On  October  9,  1942,  the  students  of  Eagle  Rock  High 
School  selected  a  group  of  representatives  from  the  stud¬ 
ent  body,  to  be  known  as  the  Student  Advisory  Council. 

Their  purpose  was  to  promote  co-operation  and  fine  relation¬ 
ship  between  students,  faculty  and  administration,  besides 
giving  the  pupils  a  larger  part  in  planning  and  carrying 
out  school  activities. 

Toward  this  end,  they  worked  on  several  projects.  The 
first  under-taking  was  that  of  planning;  and  directing  the 
annual  Halloween  Party,  which  proved  very  successful.  Other 
projects  were  getting  cheer  leaders  for  the  school,  planning 
assembly  programs,  and  sponsoring  a  clean-up  campaign.  One 
of  the  most  worthwhile  activities  has  been  that  of  selling 
Defonse  Stamps.  To  date  the  sales  have  amounted  to  $>250.00. 
The  club  also  interested  organizations  in  several  other 
county  schools  in  the  sale  of  Defense  Stamps, 

A  Merit  and  Demerit  System  has  been  adopted  by  this 
group  of  students  to  be  put  in  practice  by  the  student  body. 
This  moans  that  students  who  do  outstanding  work,  in  scho¬ 
lastic  and  extra-curricular  activities,  will  be  rocognized. 
Pupils  who  do  poor  work  and  cause  disturbances  shall  accept 
a  prescribed  punishment.  The  club  hopes  that  by  the  time 
school  closes  it  may  have  a  constitution  and  by-laws  worked 
out  so  that  a  very  permanent  organization  will  result.  If 
possible  a  Student  Co-operative  Association  may  develop. 

As  we  look  back,  we  feel  that  our  first  year  as  an  organ¬ 
ization  has  been  very  successful.  > 

Wo  appreciate  all  the  co-operation  we  have  received 
from  the  faculty  and  the  student  body,  without  which  we 
could  have  accomplished  nothing.
